Columbus, O., April 22—The wife of 


William Lane, formerly 
of Bellefon- 


taine, has appealed lo the State Board 
of Pardons tor clemency for her hus- 
band, who is serving a penitentiary 
sentence for failure to support his 
wife and children. Mrs. L«ane says she 
is destitute and needs his help. A pret- 
ty Southern stenographper, employed 
by Lane .while in North Carolina, is 
said to have been the cause ot his es- 
trangement tram his family. 


Win. P. Lane is the man who desert- 


ed his wife and three children at their 
home in Bellefontaine in 1904. He left 
his clothing beside Silver Lake at that 
place to indicate that he had commit- 
suicide, and then went 
to Chicago, 


where he married Jliss Eva Eddy, a 
well known young lady 
of 
Croton, 


I/icking county, on. September 28, 1904, 
under the assumed name of "Donald 
W. Koyn." Three months after 
he 


was supposed to have committed sui- 
cide he was arrested by detectives in 
Chicago on the charge of wife aban- 
donment. 
Wfaen he was arrested two 


tearful women confronted him, each rf 
whom claimed to be his wife. The de- 
tectives who had arrested him got a 
tip that he had been married to the 
Licking county woman fn Chicago, and 


—they visited several churches. They 


finally learned that a man answering 
the description of Lane has bean mar- 
ried by Rev. Guy Hoover, pastor of lbe 
first -"Christian "church, Grand " boule- 
vard and Forty-seventh street, Chi- 
cago. Lane was taken back to Belle- 
fontaine where he had his trial and 
was sentenced to the penitentiary for 
failure to support his children. His 
Licking county bride was left almost 
friendless 
at the home of Kev. Mr. 


Guy Hoover, in Chicago, who formerly 
lived in Licking county, and knew Miss 
Eddy when she was a school girl. Mr. 
Hoover formerly attended college at 
Granville.

Born on the same day of the year, c ebruary 20th, one in the year 1847, the other ten years later, Mr. and Mrs. 


George Asbcraft, prominent people, whose home was near the i^ickingCosnocton county line, died almost together 
early Saturday morning.* 


The Ashcraft residence is located one mile east of Frarnnton, Licking county, and a short distance from West 


Carlisle, Coshocton county. 


For the past two years Mr. Ashcraft has been suffering from heart trouble, and his wife has been ill with 


neuralgia for several days. About one o'clock Saturday morning, Mr. Ashcraft arose from bed to place more cov- 
ering over his wife, and as he deposited the blanket upon the bed he fell dead across the bed. About four hours 
later his wife passed away. Mr. Ashcraft was born February 20, 1847, his wife on February 20, 1857. 


THe Ashcrafts were prominent people in that section of the country and were large property owners. Mr. 


Asncraft was the son of the late Daniel Asncratt. Four sons survive: 
Walter, who lives at home, Dr. Alva Ashcraft 


ot Canton, Ohio, Earl and Koward, the latter being twelve years old. Mr. Ashcraft "Has four brothers, William, Per- 
ry, Simon and Wayland, and two sisters, one being Mrs. Heft. Charles Ashcraft an employe of the' Newark 'elec- 
tric s'treet railway company, is a relative of the deceased.

Washington, Conn., April 22.—Or- 


ville H. Platt, United States senator 
from this state, is dead at hit home 
here of pneumonia. The end, which 
came Friday at 8:50 p. m., was unex- 
pected, the cause being the break- 
Ing of the abscess which had formed 
in the right lung and which produced 
strangulation. In the room at the 
time were Mrs. Platt and the sen- 
ator's only son, Judge James P. Plaft 
of the United States circuit court! 
The funeral will probably be heM 
Tuesday from Congregational church- 
It was on March 31 that the senator 
was taken with tbe nines* 'ifftlefi 
proved fatal. The first attack -waa of 
bronchial-pneumonia of a 
conjpmrti- 


tively slight nature. 
This WM r fol- 


lowed April 4 by a second infection, 
which lasted for about a week. On 
April 11 he showed signs of IrnpfOTO- 
ment so that hopes of his recovery 
were entertained, but soon after that 
the lung abscess began to deyelop 
so that April 18 he had a bad chill 
and steadily grew weaker. 


Senator Platt was first elected to 


the senate in 1879 to succeed Senator 
Barnum, a Democrat, who had been 
elected to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Senator Ferris, Republi- 
can. 
His last re-election was in 190$. 


As regardb his political and public 
personality Senator Platt was a man 
to the last degree plain spoken/WM!* 
not a brilliant speaker, he was a clear 
and forceful one on the public plat- 
form. He was the author of the^PIatt 
amendment. Senator Platt succeeded 
Senator Hoar after the latter"* death 
as chairman of the judiciary commit- 
tee of the United States senate. His 
last public utterance was at the state 
capital March 21, when he delivered 
the eulogy over the body of General 
Hawley. 


Washington, April 22. — Senator 


Platt was chairman of the committee 
on relations with Cuba at the time 
the discussion respecting the attitude 
of the United States toward tl» 
young republic was under considera- 
tion In congress. Out of the delibera- 
tions of the committee was finally 
evolved a declaration involving Cabs 
which, attached as an amendment to 
the army appropriation bill, was pop- 
ularly denominated "the Platt amend- 
ment." In general it authorized thd 
president to leave the government 
and control of the island of Cuba lo 
its people so soon as a government 
was established there under a consti- 
tution which, cither as a part thereof 
or in an ordinance appended thereto-, 
should define the future relations of 
the United States with Cuba substan- 
tially under conditions laid out in th» 
amendment. The amendment was ac- 
cepted by the Cuban government.

York, April 22.—James H. 


Hyde, vice president of the Equitable, 
has issued a statement in reply to the 
committee of agents which waited on 
him and requested his resignation. 
Mr. Hyde says: "In view ot" the con- 
cessions I have been willing to make 
for the welfare of the society I resent 
your misguided action, taking in utter 
Ignorance of the true situation, of 
which you can not possibly have accu- 
rate knowledge. Your request, per- 
haps 
unwittingly on your part, is 


merely another move in the campaign 
of attack originally devised. When 
the real facts are known to the policy- 
holders, I believe that all right-mind- 
ed' men among them will be as indig- 
nant as I am with the methods that 
had been employed by my enemies 
for their own ends, in pursuing which 
they have not hesitated to sacrifice 
the best interests of the society and 
to disregard the proper protection of 
the policy-holders. Your action", in- 
stead, of furnishing a solution of the 
pr4^t unfortunate situation, renders 
theljifficulty more acute." 


At Albany the affairs of the Equita- 


ble were aired before Governor Hig- 
gins by the special committee of 35 
of the managing agents of the society, 
which, earlier in the day at Syracuse 
had made the same appeal for mu- 
tualization of the society to Superin- 
tendent Hendricks of the state insur- 
ance department. The views of the 
agents were presented to the gover- 
nor by Joseph Bowes, manager for 
the Equitable at Baltimore, as chief 
spokesman. The agents also present- 
ed to the governor the resolutions 
adopted earlier in the week by the 
agents' convention in New York city. 


Governor Higgins made very evi- 


dent his appreciation of the great 
seriousness of the situation in the 
Equitable society. His reply to the 
speeches was greeted with applause. 
"I realize fully," the governor began, 
"that this is a very serious talk. I 
realize fully that the policy-holders of 
this company have been led to believe 
that it was mutual in its character. I 
•would be glad to do anything within 
reason that I could do to bring about 
actualization. But I desire to call to 
your attention the fact that difficul- 
ies that arise between citizens in the 
state of New York—very fortunately, 
I would say, rather than unfortunate- 
ly—can not be settled by the gover- 
nor nor by the legislature. That 
those questions of difference hare to 
be settled in this state by the courts. 


"The plan of mutualization which 


you spoke of a few moments ago was 
adopted, as I understood it, by the 
board ,of directors 'of the Equitable 
Life and placed in the hands of the 
superintendent of insurance, a gentle- 
man in whom I have unlimited confi- 
dence as to capacity and as to integ- 
rity. A few days ago a suit was 
brought questioning the right of the 
superintendent to mutualize this com- 
pai^". to deprive the stockholder of 
the power and of the benefits which 
he claimed he might derive were mu- 
tualization not to take effect 
That 


matter is today in the courts—in my 
opinion in the place where it should 
be settled, and the only place where 
it can be settled as (o the relative 
rights of the stockholder and 1hc pol- 
3cy-bo1<3er of the Equitable Life. 


"The question'has been raised as to 


whether 
the legislature could not 


alt«r the charter of the Equitable Life 
Assurance society, chancing its char- 
acter. I think it Is perhaps true that 
it could. 
11 couM alt^r its charter, 


but'lbe <5iic?tion remains as to wheth- 
er the stockholders, if they saw fit 
to r'-jTt the altrr<-d charter, could 
not refuse to act und<-r 51. and in that 
case Ih^y -would be compelled to go 
into the hands of a r<-c-eh"r or close 
up 
the business of the Equitable

Miininj; the dissolution of tin- injunc- 
tion allowed by Probate Judge Irvine 
in the t.ril of Chas. Vadakin 
against 


tin- city oilicers and Deiiiiisou, Prior &

pended by the supreme court, Saturday, 
at least so i'ar as it applied to Hie far- 
ther sale of the bonds by the bond 
houses. This decision was on a motion 
n-ailc by ;he plaintiff to so suspend the 
order.

Woltz disappeared from here a day

Paris, April 22.—The announcement 


that Foreign Minister Delcasse had 
informed President Rouvier of the 
council of his intention 
to 
resign 


came as a surprise and shock to M. 
Delcasse's colleagues of the cabinet, 
who immediately took steps to en- 
deavor to secure a reconsideration of 
his resignation. 
A cabinet council 


was held at once, at -which M. Rou- 
vier, in the absence of M. Delcasse, 
laid the situation before the 
minis- 


ters. 
It was the unanimous determi- 


nation of the council that, the interest 
of thc country at this particular time 
required that M. Delcasse retain the 
portfolio of foreign affairs. 
Accord- 


ingly, at the conclusion of the coun- 
cil, 
M. Rouvier proceeded to the Quai 


D'Orsay, where he held an extended 
conference with the minister of for- 
eign affairs. 
The president of the 


council, voicing the wishes of Presi- 
dent Loubct and the ministers, earn- 
estly besought M. Delcasse 10 retain 
his place in the cabinet. M. Rouvier's 
earnest appeal caused M. Delcasse to 
waver in his determination. It is be- 
lieved that M. Delcasse will yield to 
the insistence of President 
J_.oubet 


and the president of the council. It 
is said the internal controversy over 
the Moroccan question prompted M. 
Deleasse's determination to retire. 


The announcement concerning M. 


Delcasse'.s intention to resign was but 
one of many incidents in a day of 
much anxiety throughout government 
quarters. 
Following close upon the 


neels of the complications with Ger- 
many over Morocco, the Franco-Jap- 
anese 
incidents suddenly assumed 


serious proportions, and unusual en- 
ergy was shown in preventing its em- 
broiling France in complications in 
the far east. In order to secure defi- 
nite co-operation between three de- 
partments of the government, namely, 
naval, colonial and foreign, a confer- 
ence was held between leading repre- 
sentatives of each department. 
This 


brought about a clear understanding 
regarding the measures necessary for 
the maintenance of neutrality of Indo- 
Chinese waters, and orders were sent 
to Governor General Beau to specific- 
ally report the exact location of the 
Russian Pacific squadron and wheth- 
er it had or had not withdrawn from 
French waters. It was even stated 
that 
Foreign 
Minister 
Lamsdorff 


would carry the question before Em- 
peror Nicholas in order to assure 
complete respect of neutrality. 


Japan's Complaint. 


Paris, April 22.—Baron Suyematsu, 


ex-minister of the interior of Japan, 
stated that the French laws of neu- 
trality had not foreseen a ease of 
breach of neutrality involving 50 war- 
ships. The presence of a Russian 
fleet in French Indo-Chinese waters 
constituted a flagrant breach of neu- 
trality. Japan could understand two 
or three belligerent vessels seeking 
temporary refuge in neutral waters in 
case of danger, but no international 
conference could tolerate an excuse 
for 50 warships, especially when so 
close to thc theater of war. 
Japan 


demanded of France fair play and 
justice, nothing more. The presence 
in Kamranh bay of an enemy's fleet, 
the baron concluded, was a gross vio- 
lation of the laws of neutrality.

For more seasons than one cares to 


count the Easter egg has been the 
familiar symbol of the great spring 
festival, but of late years another em- 
blem has begun to dispute its su- 
premacy in the confectioners' shops, 
and for some time the hares at Easter 
have been almost as numerous as the 
eggs. The hares are quite as often rab- 
bits, delicate distinctions in zoology not 
being the province of confectioners, but 
in this case they cannot go far out of the 
way in confounding tbe two, because 
fu symbology tneTmiaiaJs are identical, 
and, moreover, to the American eye the 
rabbit is the more familiar form. 


But why either? 
What has the innocent rodent, as 


George Eliot would say, "with its small 
nibbling pleasures." to do with the 
great festival of the resurrection? 


Easter, though apparently a solar 


festival in its connection with the 
equinox, in reality and even as ordered 
by the Christian church belongs by 
rights to the moon, and the hare, we 
find, was in ancient and especially ori- 
ental symbology identical with the 


across whose disk em 


bers of Hindoo and Japanese artists 
have painted him. while their Chinese 
brethren represent the moon as a rab- 
bit pounding rice in a mortar. 


The Buddhists 
bad two 
different 


stories explaining the hare's presence 
in the moon. 


One was that Buddha once took the 


shape of a hare, that be might feed a 
hungry fellow creature, and was trans- 
lated in that form to the moon, where 
he forevermore abides. 


The second myth, as told 'by Dr. Gu- 


bornatis in his "Zoological Mythology," 
seems more likely to be the genuine. 
This lesc-nd says that when Indra, dis- 
guised as a famishing pilgrim, was dy- 
ing for food the hare, having nothing 
to give him. threw himself into the fire 
that he might be roasted for his bene- 
fit, and the grateful Indra translated 
the animal to tbe moon. 


Therc are several other reasons why 


the hare was chosen to symbolize the 
moon. One was that it is a nocturnal 
animal and comes out at nisht to feed: 
another that tbe female carries her 
young for a month, thus representing

Important experiments now under 


way at the Flower Hospital, in this 
city, indicate the d'scovery of an. al- 
most certain cure for cancer. This is 
a new and amazingly effective method 
in the application of radium. 


Wonderful things were expected of 


radium, and its discovery 
by Prof. 


Curie and his talented wife had barely 
been announced before the foremost 
scientists of the world were striving 
(o utilize this new force in. the destruc- 
tion of disease germs. 


Learned men of "every 
land were 


strong in hope and confidence that ra- 
dium, when properly harnessed to med- 
ical uses, would cure tuberculosis, can- 
cer and the whole grewsome list ot 
kindred maladies. 


The results were disappointing1. 
It 


was found that only a small percent- 
age of radium rays could penetrate the 
thin glass tubes in which the new and 
almost priceless element was placed. 
Then thinest aluminium was tried but 
without appreciable improvement. 


Radium experiments halted at this 


stage. 
Then Hugo Lieber, a noted 


chemiht of this city, announced a dis- 
covery that held a wealth of promise. 


}Ir. Lieber had succeeded in dissolv- 


ing radium, and the resulting solution 
exerted all the activity of the pure ra- 
dium. 


Scientists at first could not credit the 


claims of the inventor. 
The alleged 


discovery was discussed with keenest 
interest at meetings of scientific socie- 
ties, at which Mr. Lieber made exhaus- 
tive experimental tests to prove his 
work. 


Still the scientists doubted, but steps 


weie promptly taken to put the radium 
solution in a supreme.curative test. ___ 


Not a word of all this was told out- 


side of scientific circles for the reason 
that experimenters have grown wary 
of claiming great results in advance 
of actual achievement. 
But the sur- 


geons and physicians of the Flower 
Hospital staff decided to give Mr. Lie- 
ber'.s discovery a thorough trial.

Six days later the great tumor that 


menaced her life, literally dropped off,-

at the New York Zoological Garden 
yesterday was discovered to have a 
slight swelling at the root of his pois- 
on fangs, says The New York World. 
As any irritation of the \enom sac of 
poisonous reptiles is sure to result fa- 
tally, preparations were immediately 
made for an operation. 


The patient, as well as being the 


largest cobra ever 
received in this 


country, is the most handsomely mark- 
ed snake in the reptile-house. He is 
rather slender and of more graceful ap- 
pearance than the cobra de capellos. 
which heretofore have been the pride 
.'exhibits of the snake-house. In color 
(he is of a light silvery gray, shading 
to a brown at the lower part of the 
body and striped with 
gold 
bands, 


about two inches apart. His hood is 
smaller than that of the other snakes 
of his family, 
and

marks are 
less distinct. The snake 


comes from Southern India.

Young of the- Fifteenth Street Baptist 
church lay on what seemed to be a bed 
of mortal sickness on anniversary day 
four years ago his disappointment in 
not being able to see the children 
march again, perhaps for the last time, 
was so keen that it was feared it might 
hasten his death. But his schoolmates 
were told of his great desire, and on 
their way from the park they stopped 
before their small friend's home on 
Eleventh street, and the entire school.

HEN Manchester aspired to 


commercial and manufactur- 
ing greatness Liverpool at- 
tempted to choke it with dis- 


criminating railroad rates. Manchester 
lies only au hour's ride from its older 
rival, but it cost more t* ship freight to 
Liverpool than it did from Liverpool 
to New York. Threats, entreaty and 
Influence were all in vain. The'fate of 
Manchester depended on securing cheap 
communication with the ocean. Liver- 
pool was relentless. Manchester declar- 
ed that she would cut her way to the 
sea and become a port. Liverpool smil- 
ed. The cltize'us of Manchester form- 
ed a canal company, raised $40,000,000 
and began their titanic task. 
When 


this amount was exhausted they bor- 
rowed $10,000.000 more. 
When this 


was expended they were at the end of 
their resources. The canal was not 
completed aud no more private capital 
could be raised. 


The city of Manchester came to the 


rescue. 
It raised S2o.ooo.oiX) from a 


bond issue and became a partner iu 
the enterprise. 
The company could 


not meet its interest, aud again the city 
came to its aid. The caual \vus opened 
to traffic several years ago and has 
done for Manchester all that its advo- 
cates claimed for it. 
The city now 


has invested in the enterprise §34.000,- 
000 aud has u bill before parliament 
authorizing it to advance $10,000.000 
more for the purpose of deepening the 
canal so as to permit'the passage of 
ships of the greatest draft. The mu- 
nicipality- is represented on the canal 
board by eleven of its twenty-one mem- 
bers. This stupendous work when com- 
pleted will probably entail an expendi- 
ture of $100,000,000 aud is likely to be- 
come exclusively the property of the 
municipality of Manchester. The city 
has already made an investment larger 
than any previously pledged by any 
municipality in the world for a specific 
business purpose. 


Chicago's drainage canal was not de- 


signed to yield revenue, but the Man- 
chester ship canal is primarily a busi- 
ness enterprise.^ It may therefore be 
classed as'tlie most conspicuous exam- 
ple of municipal ownership in Great 
Britain or elsewhere. 


Even eliminating the ship canal, Man- 


chester easily occupies tost place in 
England in the volume of its municipal 
work. It has constructed dwellings aud 
cottages for its laboring classes. It has 
an extensive system of baths and wash- 
houses. It owns three municipal ceme- 
teries, with burial grounds set aside for 
members of the Church of England, 
Dissenters, Roman Catholics aud Jews. 
Manchester owns and operates success- 
fully an electric light and power gen- 
erating plant. Its municipal gas works 
turn a large annual revenue into the 
city treasury. It owns §5,000,000 worth 
of markets, which are a large and 
steadily increasing source of revenue. 
Its department for the scientific han- 
dling and disposal of refuse is the most 
extensive in the world and has brought 
about a huge manufacturing plant aud 
a farm of 3.GS1 acres, the whole giv- 
ing employment to an army of 2,501) 
men. Its publicly owned and operated 
tramways rival those of Glasgow and 
excel those of the Scottish metropolis 
iu some particulars. It has a well or- 
ganized works department which ex- 
ecutes most of the tasks formerly let 
by contract, and it contemplates a tele- 
phone system, which when installed 
will complete the list of the ten utili- 
ties mentioned in the introduction of 
this article as the more popular objects 
of municipalization iu Great Britain. 


Manchester has expended $2.000.000 


and more in erecting quarters for its 
laboring class. 
Those first provided 


and those now under way show in 
striking 
contrast 
the 
development 


which has been made along this line 
in Great Britain. Electric transporta- 
tion had not then developed to n point 
•where it was possible fur the working- 
man to live in the environs of the city. 
It was assumed that he was forever 
fated to live in tenfinent lioust-^. and 
those who wished to make his life 
more endurable bent t!i«-3r energi'-s to- 
ward plnnning and building the be*t 
of tenement structures.

Whc'ti Manchester decided to erect 


tenement houses her otlieiajs went 
about it in no half hearted way. There 
was a district in Oldham road where 
death reaped an annual hur\ est of from 
50 to 80 out of every 1,000 who were 
condemned to live there. It was a vile 
district, and in 181):', the city razed the 
hovels, purchased the luud and built 
homes for its people. AS It stands to- 
day it is undoubtedly the linest -'model 
tenement" in Great Britain, and auy 
criticism I may make of it is not direct- 
ed against the building or its manage- 
ment, but against the whole system of 
municipal tenement planning. 


So far ns afiy scheme which contem- 


plates housing « thousand, more or less, 
persons in a limited area can be a suc- 
cess, this one fulh meets all require- 
ments. Those who formerly lived In 
wretched dens now are tenants in an 
editlce which with tiie land represents 
an expenditure of about $T.")0.000. The 
deatli rate has fallen from 50 to less 
than 30. There is not a room in the 
building which does not open directly 
to the street or to an enormous court, 
and there is not a better ventilated 
structure In the world. Xo room is less 
than nine feet hii,'h. and the smallest 
rooms cover 108 square feet, or about 
10 by 11 feet. Most of the apartments 
are of two rooms, and the rent aver 
ages •¥! a week. 


The building is five stories high aud 


is built around an immense quadrangu- 
lar court about 150 feet square. This 
was designed for a playground, but I 
noticed that the children preferred the 
streets. 
The walls are of red brick, 


with stone and terra cotta trim in ings, 
and the architectural effect far excels 
that of the average first class flat or 
apartment building in American cities. 
Everything in reason that money and 
sanitary science can render has been 
done, but the building is not popular, 
though most of .the rooms are taken, 
and it is a paying investment from a 
financial point. ; 


There is a distressing sameness about 


the quarters. When you have looked 
at two rooms you have seen all there is 
to see. 
There is too much brick and 


mortar. 
It bears the aspect of a per- 


son. It is a thousand times better, no 
doubt, than th^ quarters which were 
torn down, ar.d^t is vastly superior to 
tBe-habitation-at^fhe-ave'rage' laborer, 
no matter.what^his country, but Man- 
chester will neT|>r erect another tene- 
ment house on stf elaborate a scale. 


The city is now at work on a far dif- 


ferent style of .dwellings. 
They are 


not so ornate, and they are not so ex- 
pensive, but in the opinion of the high- 
est civic authorities in the world they 
represent the type of the future. On the 
edge of the city the municipality has 
purchased several hundred acres of land 
and on it is erecting -cottages, which 
will be rented to persons of small 
means. Each cottage will have its gar- 
den, and there will he parks aud play- 
grounds, school and churches aud all 
of the ordinary comforts of a normal 
existence. This may be too good-for a 
man who .simply works .for a living, 
and it is possible that. Manchester and 
other British cities are assuming more 
responsibility than normally attaches 
to municipal governments. I shall not 
argue this, but it may be set down as 
a self evident proposition that crime, 
poverty and disease flourish where 
houses number the more stories, where 
people are crowded into the smaller 
areas and where they are denied con- 
tact with the soil. The great cities of 
England and Scotland have learned this 
lesson and are prolitiug by it.

The Bermtidn 1,11?-. 


This is the season of the Bermuda 


lily, the large and very beautiful vari- 
t-ty of that flower which is used ex- 
pensively for church decoration on Eas- 
ter Sunday. Ki-rinuda supplies al! the 
large cities of the United States witli 
tliis flower, and the trade has grown 
to large proportions and become rec- 
ognized, as one of the most lucrative in 
which residents of ibe islands can en- 
gage. The soil of Bermuda is A layer 
of mold on a r<vk foundation nud i* 
generally poor for agricultural pur 
poses, aside from the prowiJiji of vejr- 
etahles and the lilie?. Tlie trade with 
the I'niifd Slates in Rrrnmdn onion? 
and potatoes has always I»«M-H i:o'.»d. but 
in recent years tJj** lily I..TS Jn-^-onio 
even of more importance to ujany of 
tbe islanders.

The stately llower is also the symbol 
of martyrdom uud virginity. The early 
Christian painters, to whom the world 
is indebted for so rnuuy of its theolog- 
ical traditions, are prohubly responsi- 
ble for that. 


One of tbe most exquisite of the 


monkish legends is to the effect that 
the- lily is one of the Ho\vers which 
changed their color on the mom of 
resurrection d'-i3'. Is it nut true, these 
gentle sophists ask, that the Saviour 
himself declared that even Solomou iu 
ail hU glory was not arrayed like out; 
of theseV 
Originally erect and re- 


spleudeut with color, it bowed its state- 
ly head and put aside its gorgeous rai- 
ment, retaining only its sweetness. 


The flower which has eoine to be 


known in the American market as the 
Easter lily is a variety of the Lilium 
longiliorum, named liarrisii, from its 
originator and first cultivator. 
It is 


so easily cultivated and may be ship- 
ped so successfully that its propagation 
has bocoiue a great industry in certain 
favorable* locations, notably in Bermu- 
da, which seems to be peculiarly adapt- 
ed to its production in unlimited quan- 
tities. 
Lily growing is now the chief 


business in Bermuda, and the frostless 
and humid island is a level stretch of 
lily fields. 
There are more than "00 


farms on the island which are devoted 
to the cultivation of this fragrant crop. 


The major part of the industry con- 


sists in the raising and exporting of 
bulbs. These are shipped to all parts 
of Europe and America, aud they are 
easily brought into flower by profes- 


sional florists and even by the most 
inexperienced amateur. 


A marketable lily bulb must measure 


at least five inches in circumference. 
Propagated from a scale—the technical 
name for one of the external accretions 
to the parent bulb—at least three years 
of growth and cultivation are necessa- 
ry before it can be marketed as a ma- 
ture flowering bulb. Commercially the 
bulbs are divided tato three classes- 
five to sevens, seven to nines and nine 
to elevens. These designations repre- 
sent the average circumferences of the 
bulbs in inches. A five to seven bulb 
should beau five or !£is perfect blos- 
soms. A seven to.nine bulb, if given 
liberal treatment, wiJ| yield seven, or 
eight flowers. The largest, size lily bulb 
is expected to furnish from ten to six- 
teen extra large blossoms. The prices 
of bulbs are graded according to their 
size. 


The stock used io keep up the succes- 


sion of bulbs is derived from the small- 
er ones, as a rule. Sometimes, however, 
it becomes necessary to vary the proc- 
ess and to use out-;.- the largest bulbs 
for propagating purposes. 
"When that 


happens the price of mature lily bulbs 
soars upward, and the supply is visibly 


' (liniinisiied. The lily crop ir. planted in 
i Oi-i-jbe:'. and i:iojt of t'ae labor of. pre- 
paring Jhe soil ami pr.ttirsg in the buibs 
' is done by the negro farmers, who ::re 


j ro;i:eti:nes in the vi-'yloy of the great 


j lily planters and =jtnetiines till their 
' own freehold lie-ds. After the crop is 
' in little is re<iuired beyond keeping 


tho growing philips free from weeds. 
The warm sun aud the humid attnos- 


i phere are C'vcndeu upon to do the rest, 
| and they rarely fail to do their part is 
' the interesting process. 


Late in February or very early in 


March the Bc-ruiudau landscape is a 
thing once seen to iie remembered al- 
ways. On some of the larger farms it 
is no uncommon sight to find 100,000 
lilies iu full bloom iu a single lield. 
The whole island of Bermuda is con- 
verted into a gigantic lily bed. 
The 


odor which rises from this vast aggre- 
gation of sweets is almost overpower- 
ing, especially in the early morning, 
•wben there is no breeze to waft it sea- 
ward. 
Passengers on the steamers 


which ply between the various ports 
of the group can easily recognize this 
scent several miles out at sea. 


The lily plantations retain their 


beauty for several weeks. 
Finally. 


however, the stalk withers and dries 
up. and all the remaining energy of 
the plant is devoted to the formation 
of the bulb. 
During tbe latter part 


of June the digging begins. This is 
decidedly reminisceut of tbe annual po- 
tato -Jigging at the nortb. All the sen- 
timent attached to lily culture gives 
place to a very keen and careful «-om- 
pulatioa as to the probable outcome. 
As tbe bulbs are takeu from the 
ground tbey are sorted into their vari- 
ous classes by expert bauds and care- 
fully jacked in boxes, each one wraj>- 
pexi in a pro^s-tire covering of dried 
sphagnum. 
Sliipmeuts begin iu July 


and are continued until tie latter j>art 
of August. T'ndvrsizcd bulbs and tliose 
reserved for next season's planting 
stock are i»aek«il iu sand whk-h lias 
been dried to prevent germination. 
Thus prepared, they are permitted to 
rest for two moiilbs before the fall 
planting begins. 


When the lily bulbs reach the great 


import me ccm*-^- they are handled 
with great promptn<-ss. The importers 
forward th'-nj ni great <iiwn1iiH-s to 
seedsmen anil flc.n-.ts. who have placed 
advance orders, imd they arc then re- 
1mJed to all d<-M nations of growers. 
The aunii.il lily <-rop brings Hie T.cr- 


farmers «t least £2 


i lie

American cities alone amount to more 
than $Ooo,(Kio. This seems a larg<; sum 
to be derived from merchandise so 
evanescent as lilies, but the trade is 
well established, and the market if* as 
stable as U that of most other luxuries 
aud many necessities. 
Occasionally, 


however, the bulb market becomes 
overstocked. 
Iu that instance the sur- 


plus of bulbs Is returned to Bermuda 
and replanti d. Most of the large im- 
porting houses in thf American cities 
have special farms iii their patronage 
and depend upon them for their an- 
imal supply. 
A few American lirins 


grow their own stocks of bulbs on 
plantations lease:! for a.term of years. 


An iaiportaiit feature of the lily trade 


is the importation of lily l)lu--soinn di- 
rect from Pjrmuda. The possibility of 
doing this successfully was demon- 
strated about twenty yeai-o ago. but 
little wa:= made of it until within the 
past decade. This branch of the busi- 
ness has developed recently, and it is 
now estimated that lO.COt) boxes of this 
commodity are shipped tu New York. 
The lilies are shipped, in the form of 
partly developed buds. ea<-h wrapped 
carefully in tissue paper find packed in 
small 
boxes 
lined 
with 
moistened 


sphagnum. 
The cutting and packing 


are tio'.ic immediately before the sailing 
rf the "-'teuLTer. aud the arrival i*; KO 
timed that no del::y oc'-urs iu the: final 
disti'lbution. 
These imported flowers 


are used to supply advance orders 
from ehiircht-s aiitl societies and ::ro 
mostly for decorative purposes. 


There are several peculiar features 


incident to iiiy culture in Bermuda. 
One of them is the fact that the indus- 
try owes its present flourishing con- 
dition to the efforts of an American 
long resident there. The popularity of 
the llower was promoted greatly in 
New York by a Chinese Uomt. the late 
Sir. Lee. 
Most satisfactory of all. it 


is practically aa American industry 
developed on British soil.

Every one, therefore, 
why wishes to take part in this mys- 
terious rite provides himself with a 
bundle of candles, which he will light 
from tlie sacred fire itself. 
The peo- 


ple, who belong exclusively to the Or- 
thodox Creek church, crowd the whole 
interior of the rotunda and the groat 
gallery overlooking the tomb, and as 
Easter eve wears on they work them- 
selves into a state of intense excite- 
ment, calling upon the sacred fire to 
descend. At 3 o'clock in tlie afternoon 
a Creek priest, borne on the shoulders 
of several half naked porters, makes 
his way into the crowd and, approach- 
ing one of the two holes in the wall of 
the tomb, thrusts a torch into the in- 
icrior. where the Creek patriarch of 
Jerusalem and his chief clergy are at 
prayer. 
A moment later he with- 


draws it alight—with the sacred fire— 
uid is carried by tlie porters through 
the throng to the Creek chapel. 


The crowd iu a state of frenzy rushes 


toward the priest to • try to light a 
candle at the sacred torch, and tlie 
vast edifice resounds Avith tho cry, 
'•The fire has come!" 
To protect the 


priest the Turkish soldiers are obliged 
to drive back the people with the butts 
of their guns, while the police keep 
them in order with the lash. The only 
persons who remain calm nre the gov- 
ernor of Jerusalem and his principal 
officers, who, seated on a raised dais, 
survey the scene with true Turkish 
imperturbability.—London Graphic.

.Mecca of tbe Clii'istiau world, 
awakens to some semblance of 
its former glory. 
This is at 


Eastertide, wben tbe roads leading to 
me Holy City are thonged with pilgrims 
who come from the uttermost parts of 
tbe earth. The goal of all these pil- 
grims is the holy sepulcher. Tbe pres- 
ent edifice consists of a great rotunda 
which is open to Christians of all sects, 
but attached to its sides are a multi- 
tude of churches, chapels aud shrines 
belonging to the different creeds, in 
which are to be seeu no less than thir- 
ty-seven "holy p laces;" of more or less 
doubtful authenticity. 
Iu the center 


of the rotunda stands the supposed 
tomb of our Lord, the holy sepulcher. 
It is a little square chapel twenty-five 
feet in length and height and is cov- 
ered with votive lamps, vases and 
images. 
Inside is the actual tomb- 


stone, a marble slab about five feet 
long, the chamber containing it being 
so small that only four or five persons 
are able to kueel before the tomb at 
one time.

MANY COUNTERFEITS 


Chinese arc Flooding Philippines with 


Spurious Currency—Wilkie Will 


Investigate.

A press dispatch to The Advocate a 


Jew days ago told of the departure of 
Chief Wilkie for Manila. The Wash- 
ington correspondent of The New Yoik 
Tribune gives the following interest- 
in:r details: 


John E. Wilkie, chief of the Secret 


Service Bureau, started lor Manila this 
morning to aid Ihe authorities of the 
Philippine Islands ir. ferreting out and 
punishing a gai.g 
of 
counterfeiters 


which has been nourishing there ever 
since the American occupation of the 
archipelago. 
It is supposed that the 


same aggregation 
of 
money makers 


was employed in duplicating the old 
Spanish currency long before the fall 
of Manila, lor clever counterfeits were 
discovered by the Americans long bc- 
for that date. 
The counterfeiters are 


known to be Chinese, uut wnether they 
l.ave their mint in some secluded place 


one of the islands or in Hongkong 


the Philippine Secret Service detectives 
hav c not yet been able to determine. 


The operations of the Chinese coun- 


terfeiters threaten to become a seiious 
menace to the prosprity of the business 


'n of the Philippines, because of the 


wholesome output ot 
their 
factor.v 


Their coins are of three kinds: 
First, 


old copper Spanish coins, plated and 
passed as silver; second, "Mex" silver 
coins changed to imitate United States 
urreney; third, "Mex" coins altered to 
simulate the new currency of the is- 
lands, which has recently been put in- 
to circulation: The 
silvered 
copper 


coins are ol comparatively little impor- 
tance. They are principally centavos, 
and are passed, when plated, as quart- 
ers. It is the counterfeiting of the new 
Philippine coins, and the United Slates 
currency from Mexican silver coi'js, 
which is worrying the authorities. The 
"Mex"' halves and dollars are worth 
about half as much as our money, al- 
though they contain about the samej 
amount of silver. By changing the de- 
sign to imitate tne American or Phil-| 
il pine coins, or melting up the silver 
a i d remolding it in the new coinage,] 
the counterfeiters realize about 100 per: 
cent profit on the counterfeit American 
coins and the difference between the 
price of silver bullion and the estab-j 
lished -value of the Philippine coin on 
the Philippine ccauterfeits, and at the 
same time produce a coin which has 
all the weight and ring of the genuine.1 


Several hundred of the various kinds ( 
of counterfeits have been received at 
the treasury department and turnd over 
to the Secret Service department. Chief 
Wilkie will sail from San Francisco on 
the steamship Corea on May :J. On the 
way to the Philippines he will stop at 
Honolulu and establish a branch of the 
bureau there for the Hawaiian Terri- 
torial government. 


Frank Branigan, treasurer 
of the 


Philipine Islands, who is now on leave 
in "Washington, encountered a great 
many ot" the counterfeits before he left 
the Philippines for the United States 
in November. Mr. Branigan said: 


"The Chinese counterfeiters are very 


clever, indeed, because In this work, 
lik all other kinds of imitation that 
they* attempt, they 'follow copy' with 
marvelous precision. 
You have heard 


the story probably of the Chinaman 
who was told to copy a certain docu- 
muent, and handed back the two pieces 
of paper to the man from >vhom he re- 
ceived them, with every blot, every 
crease and every curlycue of the orig- 
inal upon the duplicate. 
It did not 


take the Chinese very long to discover 
that counterfeiting was the most prof- 
itable class of imitation and they went 
into the business in a wholesale way 
that must have paid them handsomely. 
The counterfeiters have upt out a lot 
of coins that even the money changers 
at the banks have the greatest difficul-; 
ty in detecting. Before I left for the! 
United States I sent over a batch of 
between -';uO and 400 counterfeit coins."
